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In response to the Restriction Requirement dated August 6, 2004, Applicants elect 
Group 114, Claims 27-28, 30, 34 and 43-44 with respect to SEQ ID NO: 46 for prosecution 
on the merits, with traverse. 

Applicants have also filed herewith an petition of two month extension of time to extend 
the time for response to this office action from September 6, 2004 up to and including November
